WASHINGTON, Oct,,31.— 
Albert H., Wiggin, former 
chairman of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank, was questioned 
by United States senate inves- 
tigators today about the oper- 
ations of his pérsonal corpora- 


tions. 
He told investigators he formerly 
had three such corporations in 


Canada, but they were dissolved in 
1931. All the corporations, Wiggin 
said, were owned by the immediate 
members of his family and himself 
He said he had hoped the corpora- 
tions would help in the matter of 
income taxes 

Ferdinand Pecora asked how he 
hoped to benefit on income taxes 


“I hoped they would help, but 
I don't believe they did,” Wiggin 
said 

Wiggin said the three Canadian 
companies as well as his domestic 
corporations were organized to 
“minimize” taxes 


He explained the domestic com- 
panies sold stock to the Canadian 
companies and took stock of the 


Canadian companies in return 
The idea was, he said, to escape 
income tax payments in the 


United States by holding that the 
companies earned their profits in 
Canada, 

He was asked if he paid income 
tax in Canada 

“I'm advised,” he replied, “that 
no income tax was returned in Can- 
ada because my counsel said there 
was no tax to be paid 

The Canadian companies, Wiggin 
said, were formed in 1926 and dis- 
solved in 1931, “because they were 
no longer advantageous.” 


“Had they proved advantageous 
in the past?” Pecora asked 

“I don't know,” the banker re- 
plied

THE CITY’S FINANCES 

In so far as it relates to the statistical 
position of the city, the report of the com- 
missioners is a reassuring statement of 
the orderly manner in which the city’s | 
finances have been handled and of the 
steady and substantial progress that has 
been in cutting down its bonded 
indebtedness.

In 1924 the de- | 
benture debt of the city, including deben 
tures issued on account of the utiliti 
stood at $412.95 per head of population 
Now it is $299.38 per head. In 1924 the 
general debt, excluding local improve- 
ments and utilities debentures, amounted 
to $249.73 per head. Now it is $201.17. 
The general debt has thus gone down 
about $48 per head, or $9.60 per head per 
year. 

Any husiness concern that has succeeded 
in keeping its assets intact, has kept its 
plant in working order, made a reasonable 
amount of extensions and betterments, 
and has cut down its capital indebtedness 
in that proportion over the last five years, | 
is due for congratulations.

STBRPPING PRICES UP 

The Govarnment of the United States 
has started buying gold newly-mined in 
that countity, at a price set by itself and 
higher than the world price, The initial 
set price gave the miner approximately 
twelve cents more to the dollar than he 
could get in London, 

That will be good for the gold-miners, 
and to the epgtent that it puts more money 
in cireulation it will be good for the coun- 
try. Cheapenitng the dollar will tend either 
to raise the pirice leyel in the United States 
or to stimulzte a demand abroad for 
United States goods. In degree it may do 
both. And either will help the United 
States. 

But on the egnount of gold mined in the 
country, about two and a half million 
ounces per year, the increased’ number of 
dollars thus putt into circulation and the 
stimulation of export trade can hardly be 
enough to raise prices to the objective 
level, that of 1926. Bidding up the price of 
gold may be regarded as a step toward 
price restoration, rather than a sufficient 
means to effect the restoration of itself. 

It is also announced at Washington 
that gold will be bought, and perhaps sold, 
abroad. To what extent these world mar- 
ket operations are to be carried on, and 
with what objective, is not stated. One as- 
sumption is that an attempt will be made 
to thereby maintain some parity between 
United States money and that of other 
countries. What the result may be will de- 
pend upon what the governments of other 
countries do in response, self-defence, er 
retaliation.

The Passing Show 
By J. 8S. Cowper 

A hundred years ago, when for the third time 
in succession the House of Lords had thrown out 
a Reform Bill, when barricades and open war were 
threatened and the ministry of the Duke of Wel- 
the King’s orders, lasted less 
than a week, people stopped paying taxes and 
merchants drew gold from the bats to force 
them into failure, It was the cry “To stop the Duke 
go for gold” that forced William IV and the Brit- 
ish Lords into surrender, and made possible the 
passage of the First Reform Bill. 

President Roosevelt is tackling his nation's prob- 
lem not by withdrawing gold but by buying it at 
such a high price that he has forced the American 
dollar down to 66 cents. At the price now set by 
the U.S. government of $31.54 an ounce, there is 
exactly 65.9 cents worth of gold to the dollar. The 
effect is just the same as if the U.S. government 
had adopted the method discussed at various times 
in this column, of reducing by fiat the gold con- 
tent of the dollar. To what further extent, if any, 
the US. treasury will inflate, is not yet apparent. 

Roosevelt has grasped the nettle of inflation 
with a firm grip. He has embarked upon a policy 
of managed currency, with the intention of using 
the pwoers of the treasury to stabilize the dollar 
at a price at which farmers and merchants can 
pay their debts, and the business of the nation 
flow freely. Unlike Arthur Kitson, whose “The 
Bankers’ Conspiracy” I quoted freely from in a 
recent article, the elements in society which profit 
by making’ gold dear and ‘scarce cannot make 
Roosevelt the victim of attempts at commercial 
ruin. If his policy is successful, as it should be 
he is equally immune from attempts to encompass 
his political ruin

United States with its $225 Billions of total debt 
and its 120 millions of population is in a parallel 
situation to our own Dominion with its $8 billons 
of debt and its 10 millions of population. By man- 
ipulation of currency and credit, interest rates on 
public debts had been virtually doubled by the 
greater purchasing power of the deflated currency.

The situation turns largely on the phrase “at 
prices then prevailing.” By currency and credit 
manipulation, an entirely different standard of 
commodity prices now exist to those which existed 
four years ago. But while the farmer or business 
man is being paid on the deflated commodity price 
scale of today, he cannot get his interest adjusted 
to the deflated currency in which he is paid. The 
emedy is to inflate back to the commudity 
scales of four years ago, and stabilize there

Health and Dict Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


HALLOWE'EN 

At one time among the Druids, October thirty- 
first was celebrated as New Year's Eve, and No- 
vember first as New Year's Day. Because October 
thirty-first was the last night in the old year, 
these people believed that the Lord of Death would 
be out hunting for the souls of humans who would 
be locked up in animal bodies 
for the next twelve months. 
The Druids held the cat as a 
sacred animal, as they thought 
that the cat's body might be in- 
habited by the soul of a person 
who had been changed into a 
cat's form by means of evil 
magic, From this we get the 
black cats which are part of our 
decorations at Hallowe'en. 


We get our idea of ghosts 
directly from them, as they 
feared that during this one 


evening many ghosts and invis- 
ible beings would haunt the

face of the earth. 

The chief deity of the Druids was the Sun God 
and on the night of Hallowe'en they built huge 
bonfires on the hilltops that these fires might 
attract his attention and incline him to guard the 
crops. A further reason for the bonfire was that 
it was believed to have the power to frighten away 
goblins, witches, devils or ghosts which were 
abroad on that night. Our candles are reminders 
of the bonfires that once burned on every 
Hallowe'en. ~ 

On November first the Druids gave thanks for 
the harvest and held a festival in the Sun God's 
honor. They used apples and nuts as symbols of 
the harvest season and our Hallowe'en pranks such 
as ducking for apples come straight down to us 
from the old customs of these people, customs so 
ancient that they were known before the birth of 
Christ. 

One, of the methods used by girls to tell for- 
tunes was to pare an apple, being careful to keep 
the peeeling al! in one piece, which was flung over 
the shoulder—any initial formed was supposed to 
give the initial of the future husband. Another way 
of predicting the name of the future mate was to 
set three nuts to burn on the hearth, the nuts being 
named for three suitors. The nut which burned 
the steadiest would indicate the name of the man 
who would make the best husband. In the North 
of England, the holiday was called “Nutcrack 
Night” instead of any other name 

Many other Hallowe'en legends have come 
down to us, as, for example, that if you hear the 
wind whistling around the chimney this means that 
witches are groaning outside the house. Infants 
were carefully guarded on this night, lest they be 
stolen from their cradles and goblins left in their 
places 

The Jack O’Lantern custom arises from an old 
Irish tale that a man named Jack was shut out of 
Heaven or Hades and sent wandering over the face 
of the earth with a lantern. Children of today 
put lighted candles in pumpkins to represent the 
lantern and to make the faces of the Jack 
O’Lanterns wierd and spooky. they cut them out 
in grotesque ways to suggest goblins. 

The first name of the holiday was Samhain or 
Saman, and some believe this refers to the Lord of 
Death, named aman, and others belivee it refers to 
the word which means summer's-end. After the 
rule of the Romans in Great Britain, the name was 
changed to Vigil of the Feasts of All Saints or 
“Hallowed Evenings,” from which we get Hallow- 
een 

If you wish a salad in keeping with the holiday 
I would suggest that you prepare Hallowe'en Salad 
which is made by placing a slice of pineapple on 
a plate. Grate some yellow cream cheese and form 
it into the shape of a little round pumpkin, which 
is put in the middle of the pineapple. To suggest 
the stem of the pumpkin, use a spray of green 
parsiey. Or, you may form the bal! out of cream 
cheese, painting it pumpkin yellow on the outside 
brush and some yellow vegetable

On This Date 


—a Day in Canadian History— 
By Fred Williams 


STRANGE PREDICTION 
FULFILLED 

On this date, in 1879, there died 
at Barrie a man whose name will 
always figure in Canadian his- 
tory, not for nimself but for his 
home. John Montgomery was the 
proprietor of the new historic 
tavern where the ill-fated rebel- 
lion of '37 in Upper Canada be- 
gan. He was a radical, but not a 
rebel at heart; he had supported 
Mackenzie in his demands for re- 
form; he had aided Mackenzie 
with money, he had been a mem- 
ber of the Reform advisory com- 
mittee which had managed affairs 
during the leader’s absence in 
England; but he always opposed 
resort to arms. His tavern was a 
meeting place for Reformers; but 
he was not the innkeeper; he had 
leased the tavern to one Joseph 
Lightfoot, but stayed on as a 
boarder. 

When it became evident that 
Mackenzie's tactics were leading 
to armed force Montgomery pro- 
tested; he was called a coward 
and a traitor by his leader; he 
took no actual part in the armed 
emeutes; but when there was need 
of food for the unfortunates Mont- 
gomery supplied it. Then his tav- 
ern was burned; he had lost all he 
owned in the world; he was a 
fugitive from justice with a price 
on his head; and he was finally 
captured. 

Montgomery was arraigned be- 
fore Chief Justice Robinson April 
2, 1838, on charges of conspiracy. 
The prosecution was conducted by 
Attorney General Christopher A. 
Hagerman and Henry Sherwood,

and by Robert Baldwin. The ac- 
cused was, of course, convicted; 
y at that time, swayed as 

by political sentiment, 
would have returned any other 
verdict. When he was asked the 
usual question by the judge as to 
why sentence should not be passed 
Montgomery declared from the 
dock:— 

“I consider that I have not had 
a fair trial. There are men here 
who have sworn my life away. 
Their perjured evidence will 
haunt them in after years; and 
when you, sir, and the jury and 
all of those who take part in my 
sentence shall have died John 
Montgomery will still be living.” 


it was 


The chief justice sentenced 
Montgomery to be hanged on 
April 24, but instructions from 


London commuted the sentence to 
one of exile. Taken to Kingston 
for transfer to Quebec and then to 
Van Dieman’s Land, or Botany 
Bay, Montgomeery managed to 
escape to Rochester, N.Y. There 
he conducted a tayern until the 
amnesty, when he returned to 
Toronto and rebuilt his tavern on 
Yonge street, where he lived until 
old age compelled him to retire to 
Barrie, where he died October 31, 
1879, in his 86th year. 

Meanwhile his prediction had 
been fulfilled: Chief Justice Rob- 
inson died in 1863; Hagerman in 
1847; and Sherwood in 1855, Not 
one of the twelve jurors who 
found him guilty lived as long as 
did the man whom they had 
heard sentenced to death!

Before the high wages and pro- 
duction costs that came with the 
war, the United States ranked as | 
the second largest gold producing 
country. In 19°5 its output was | 
valued at $101,035,700 compared | 
with South Africa's $217,851,989 | 
and Canada’s $18,977,901. 

The 1932 United States produc- 
tion was valued at $50,621,500, with 
miners receiving’ $2067 an ounce 
South Africa and Canada produced 
gold valued at $263.460,000 and $65,- 
061,000 respectively. The world, 
market price ranged in the vicinity, 
of $30 an ounce and in Canada pro- 
ducers received a benefit over the 
government mint price through a 
bonus 

“The increase of the price of gold 
will increase production, of course,” 
said Dr. F. L. Hess of the bureau of 
mines, “but nobody can tell how 
much the increase will be.”
